DRAFT RULES : 

1. These rule* may be called the Indian Electricity (Amend- 
ment) Rules 1981. 

2. In the Indian Electricity) Rules, 1956, for Annexure-VI. 
the following Ararexure VI *hall bo substituted, namely :— 

ANNEXURE-VI 
(See rule J7) 

MODEL FORM OF CONDITIONS OP SUPPLY 
PART-I 

‘ 1. General.-—(i) Title.—These conditions of supply shall 
be called the terms and conditions of supply Of electrical 

energy by the... 

(i) Definitions.—(a> ‘ Date of presentation” means 
the second day after the date of any bill rendered 
by the supplier. 

(b) ."Date of payment of Bill*” means the date a* may 
be defined tn the tariff schedule of the supplier 
or the dRte a* may be indicated on the body of 
the bill. 

(©) “Consumer’s Installation" mean* the whole of the 
electrical Installation* including the electrical wire*, 
fitting, motors and apparatus erected and wires by 
or on behaf of the consumer on his premise*. 

(d) "Date of commencenmenl of supply” means the 
day immediately following the date of expiry of 
period of two months from the date of issue of 
intimation by the supplied- to the consumer of 
availability of power or the date of actual avai¬ 
ling of supply by a consumer, whichever is earlier. 

2 Application and agreement for supply .—Application and 
agreement for supply or additional supply of electrical 
energy shall be made in the Form attached hereto (Appendix 
‘A’) at the local office of the supplier. The application 
shall be signed by the owner or occupier of the premise* 
for which supply is required. Any assistance or opinion re¬ 
quired for filling up the Form will be given to the applicant 
at the local office of the supplier. 

3. Notice before connection.—An intending consumer must 
give adequate notice as may be prescribed by the supplier 
for different categories of supplies. 

4. Notice for fixing the position of service meter etc— 
Upon receipt of the requisition for supply, seven clear days’ 
notice shall be sent by the .supplier to the applicant for 
supply or to the contractor acting on his behalf, for hi* 
representative to meet the engineer of the supplier for the 
purpose of inspecting the premises and fixing the point of 
entry of supply mains and the position of the mains, cut¬ 
outs or circuit breakers and meters. The supplier shall, in 
no case, fix meters and main cut-out, nor allow the same to 
remain In any position which entails entry of hi* employees 
into purdah or religious quarter*. 

5. Estimate for Laying Service Lines 

(a) The position for the service having been agreed 
upon as provided for in condition No. 4, above, 
the supplier shall thereafter submit to the applicant 
an estimate of the cost of carrying out the work. 
The estimate having been accepted, the applicant 


shffil be required to deposit the amount of the esth* 
mate with the supplier before the service is laid. 
The deposit having beep duly paid, orders shall be 
fisued for the work to be put in hand and the 
amount so deposited shall be subsequently ad¬ 
justed, if necessary, or compilation of the figures 
of the actual cost of the service line. Order condi- 
tions being equal, service lines shall as far aa 
possible be laid In the order of date of receipt of 
the deposit money. 

NOTE ;—The service line, notwithstanding that a portion 
of th® cost has been paid for by thp consumer, shall 
remain the property, of the supplier by whom it i* 
to be maintained. 

(b) If a consumer desires to have the position of the 
existing service line altered, the supplier shall carry¬ 
out the work and charge the consumer the co*t of 
the additional material used and the labour em¬ 
ployed plus 15 per cent on both as supervision 
charge. 

(c) Service lines for tempwfcy illumination shall be 
laid by the supplier where possible and the cost 
incurred in laying and removing «uch service line* 
a s determined in the manner laid down in clause 
(b) above shall be paid by the .consumer. 

(d) Where any difference or dispute arises as to the 
cost of fixing of the position of sendee lines, the 
matter shall bo referred to the Electrical Inspector, 
and ho shall decide the same. 

(e) A consumer requiring high voltage supply must 
'provide and maintain at his expense ,a locked and 

weather-proof enclosure of agreed design for the 
purpose of housing the supplier’* metering equip¬ 
ment. Such an enclosure may be used by the con¬ 
sumer for his own similar metering equipment but 
for no other purpoie*. . 

6. Service line*.—.The supplier shall lay free of charge 
30 metre* of service line from hi* nearest distribution main 
outside, the limits of the property in respect of which the 
requisition is made. Any length in excess of 30 metres as 
defined above and the whole of the service line within the 
limits of the property In respect of which the application is 
made shall be paid for by the applicant. The cost mentioned 
above, however, shall he exclusive of the proportionate cost 
of the first pole and fittings beyond 30 meters aforesaid. 
The proportionate cost of such poles and fittings shall be in 
the t same ratio us 30 metres to the length of the line beyond 
30 metres from the point of tan off of the service and the 
second support of the service line. The- main cut-outs or 
fuses- shall be Inserted and sealed by the supplier free of cost 
to the consumer. 

7. Facilities to be provided by the consumers.—The consu¬ 
mer shall provide free of cost to the supplier necessary 
space if required, and afford all reasonable facilities for 
bringing in not only the direct gables of overhead lines from 
the supplier* system for servicing the consumer, but also 
Cables or overhead lines connecting suppliers other consu¬ 
mers and shall permit the supplier to provide all requisite 
switchgear and connections thereto on the above premise* 
and to furnish supply to such other consumers through 
cables and terminals situated on the consumers* premises, 
provided supply to the consumer In the opinion of the supplier 
is not thereby unduly affected. 

8. Interference by consumers,—The meter-boards, mains, 
cut-outs etc. must on up account be handled or removed 
by anyone who is not in the emplov of the supplier. Every 
consumer shall compensate the supplier for any damage or 
cost of making good any damage caused to the mains, ap¬ 
paratus or instruments or any ether property of the sup¬ 
plier in the consumer’* premise* occasioned by reason of 
any act, negligence or default of the consumer, his servants 
or persons employed by him and in addition, shall pay such 
charges prescribed by the supplier for continued unauthorised 
interference with the supplied* property or reals.

9. Wiring on consumer’* premises.—For the protection ol 
the consumer and the public generally it is necessary that 
the wiring on the consumer's premise* should contcrm to 
the I. E. rules and the rules of the Fire Insurance Company 
In terms of which the building is Insured and be carried 
out by a licensed electrical contractor. The material used 
for wiring shall comply with the standards laid down In 
that behalf by the Indian Standards Institution or equivalent. 
As soon aj the consumer’s installation is completed in all 
respects and tested by the consumer’s contractos, the consu¬ 
mer should submit to the supplier the wiring contractor’s 
completion and test report. A Form for thl s purpose shall 
bo supplied by the supplier. It is important that the condi¬ 
tions named therein are fully complied with as otherwise 
there will be delay in obtaining the supply. 

As required byi rule 45 of th e 1. E. Rules, 1956. no 
electrical installation work (including additions, alterations, 
repair^ 11 ml adjustments to existing installations), except such 
replacement of lamps, fans, fuses, switches, low voltage 
domestic appliances and fittings as in no way alter the capa¬ 
city and character of the Installation, shall be carried out 
upon the premises on behalf of any consumer or owner, 
except by an electrical contractor licensed by 
in thi* behalf and under the direct supervision of a 
person holding a certificate of competency issued or 

recognised by tne . Any person committ¬ 

ing a breach of rule 45 shall render himself liable to 
punishment tinder mle 139 of the said rule*. 

10. Apparatus on consumer's premises,—(a) All transfor¬ 

mers, switchgear and other electrical equipment be¬ 
longing to -the consumer and connected to the mains 
of the supplier shall be maintained to the reasonable 
satisfaction of the supplier. 

(b) Low and medium tension consumers—In the case 
of low & medium tension consumers, the consumer 
must In all cases provide linked quick-break swi¬ 
tcher-break switches and a main fuse on each 
polo other than earth neutral which must be 
erected within one metre of the supplier’s motor 
board or in such position as shall be approved by 
the supplier. 

(c) High Voltage Consumers.—In the case of HV 
Consumers 

(i) for loads below 1000 KVA, the consumer shall 
provide a suitable linked switch with fuses or a 
circuit breaker of requisite capacity after the 
point of commencement of supply to isolate supp¬ 
ly completely to his installations. 

(ii) r for load® of 1000 KVA and above at voltage 
upto 11 KV and for loads of 3000 KVA and 
above at voltage above 11 KV but upto 33 KV, 
the consunjer shall provide a circuit breaker or 
a suitable device with high rupturing capacity fuses 
of prescribed grade and quality and equipped with 
a device to trip ali phases at a time. 

hii) In all other cases suitable circuit breakers must 
be installed on the supply side fitted with automa¬ 
tic overload protective devices so adjusted that 
they operate before the overload protective devi¬ 
ces in the supplier’s terminal cubical operate and 
further must be of sufficient rupturing capacity 
to be specified by the supplier to protect the 
consumer's installations under short circuit condi¬ 
tions. 

fir) In either case, suitable automatic circuit brea¬ 
kers of a make approved by the supplier must 
be Installed on the low tension side of the trans¬ 
formers or on each feeder. 

11. Procedure for testing installation by the supplier and 

charging of fee.(a)—Upon receipt of the test report 
the supplier shall notify to the applicant the time 
and the day when tho supplier's representative pro¬ 
poses to inspect and test the installation. It will 
then be the .duty of the applicant to arrange that 
representative of the wiring contractor employed by 
him Is present a( the inspection to give the tup- 


pUer’s representative any information that may b* 
required by him concerting the installation* 

(b) No connection »hall be made until the consumer's 
installation nas been inspected and tested by the 
supplier and found satisfactory. No charge shall 
be made for the first test made by the supplier but 
subsequent tests due to faults disclosed at the ini¬ 
tial test shall be charged for in accordance with 

^Part-Ill of these conditions. Periodical testa of 
the installation will also be undertaken by the 
supplier at rates that may be ascertained from hi* 
local office. 

(c) Before taking the insulation test of the installation 
the wiring must be completed in all respects All filt- 

i Inga, whether incandescent lump®, fans, motor*, 
heating, cooking or other apparatus must be connect¬ 
ed to the conductors and all fuses must be in place 
and all switches switched in the ‘on’ position before 
the testa are carried out. Temporary wires or 
fittings or dead ends should not be included in the 
installation and no part of the work should be left 
incomplete. 

(d) A pressure of 500 volt* will be applied between 
installation and “earth” and the insulation resis¬ 
tance to earth after one minute’s .electrification be 
such as will npt cause a leakage from the installa¬ 
tion exceeding one five thousand part of the maxi¬ 
mum current demanded. 

(e) The test between poles should give at least 
half the result of that to "earth". 

(f) Manufacturer’s test certificates in respect of all high 

voltage apparantus shall be produced if required by 
the lupplier. 

12. Extensions and Alteration* :—(1) Should a consumer 
having single phase supply and having load permitted by the 
supplier for single phase supply at any time after the supply 
of energy has been commenced Intends to increase hi* load, 
he should send a notice to the supplier in writing. Failure to 
give such notice may render his supply liable for disconnec¬ 
tion summarily. 

(il) Should a consumer having connectedlcontracted load 
exceeding pennisriblo limit at any time after the supply of 
energy baa been commenced increases his load In such a 
manner that his connected load or contracted demand, a* the 
case may be, exceeds the limit as provided in thc agreement 
for supply of energy between the supplier and consumer, then 
the consumer shall jjlve notice thereof In writing to tho 
supplier whose representative call and inspect the alteration* 
and, if necessary, change the meters and fuses and alter the 
service lines. Failure to give such notice may render thc 
supply liable to be summarily discontinued. During such time 
a s the alterations, additions or repairs are being executed, 
the supply to the circuit which is being altered, added to or 
repaired, must be entirely disconnected and shall remain 
disconnected until the alterations, additions or repairs have 
been tested and passed by the supplier. 

13. Failure of Supply ;— 

(a) (i) The supplier shall take all reasonable precautions 
to ensure continuity of supply of power to the con¬ 
sumer but shall not be responsible for any loss to 
him or damage to his plant and equipment due to 
Interruptions in supply of power due to damage to 
the supplier’s plant and equipment for reason) in¬ 
cluding but not limited to war, mutiny riot, earth¬ 
quake, cvclone, tempest, strike, civil commotion, 
lock-out, lightning, flood, fire accident or breakdown 
of plant and machinery of the supplier. (The supp¬ 
lier shall give notice as early as possible of the 
probable duration of such interruptions in supply 
of power to the consumer). 

(il) The supplier may for reason* of testing or 
outage* or maintenance or any other cause for 
efficient working of the undertaking temporarily 
discontinue the supply for such period a* may be 
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necessary. The supplier shall, however, endeavour 
wherever possible to give advance notice in this 
behalf with the object of causing minimum incon¬ 
venience to the consumer. 

(b) Should at any time the supplier's main service luso 
or fuses blow, notice thereof should be sent to the 
next service station ot the supplier. Only authorised 
employee* wearing tbe badge of supplier are permit, 
ted to replace these fuses in the supplier’s cut-out*. 
Consumers are not allowed to replace these 
fuses and they will render themselves liable to a heavy 
penalty if the supplier's apparatus arc broken, ft the 
failure of supply is due to any cause other than the 
supplier's apparatus, the consumers will be charged 
for the attendance of the fuse-man in accordance 
with the schedule of services and miscellaneous 
charges for the time being in force. 

14 . Access to Premises and Apparatus :—The supplier's 
representative* specifically authorised on iheir behalf are en¬ 
titled at all reasonable Limes and on informing the occupier 
to enter the premites to which energy is supplied for. the pur- 
pote Ot inspecting meters, installations (including consumers’ 
installations) and for other purpo»es connected with the supply 
and use of electricity. 

1J. Security Deppsit ;—The supplier may require any 
consumer to deposit adequate security for the payment of his 
bills for supply of electricity and for the value of the meter 
and other apparatus installed on his premises. No interest 
will be allowed on deposits upto Its. 50. Interest at the rate of 

. per cent per annum will be paid by the supplier on 

deposits exceeding Rs. 30. 

The supplier shall be at liberty at any time to apply any 
•ecuiity deposited towards payment, on satisfaction, of any 
money which shall become due or owing by the consumer. 
The supplier shall also be at liberty to demand enhanced se¬ 
curity deposit from consumers at any time during the life of 
the contract. The balance of the security deposit will be re¬ 
turned to the consumer on the termination of the contract. 

The cottfumer may at any time, with the previous consent 
of the supplier transfer the contract and its liabilities to any 
other person approved by the supplier, 

16. Method of Charging for Electricity—Tile price and 
method of charging for electricity supplied shall be such as 
may be fixed by the supplier from time to time subject to the 
provision* of Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948 or Indian Elec¬ 
tricity Act, 1910, as the case may be. 

17. Payment of Electricity Bills :—(a) Bill* should be paid 

on or before the last date specified In tho bills which 
shall not be less than 15 days from the date of their 
presentation. 

(b) Any complaints with regard to the accuracy of the 
bills shall be matte iq writing to the supplier and 
the amounts of such bills shall be paid under proteat 
within the said period. The amount of bills paid 
under p»cte«t w® be regarded as advance to the 
credit of the coruumer’s account until such time as 
the bills in dispute have been fully settled. 

(c) If tho consumer fail* to pay any bill presented to 
him within the said period, the supplier shall be at 
liberty to take action under sub-section (1 ) of section 
24 of the Act and to cut off the supply after giving 
such consumer not less than 7 clear day’s notice in 
writing without prejudice to his right to recover the 
amount of the hill bv suit or bv any other lawful 
means. Where, however any difference or dispute 
has been referred under the Act to the Electrical 
Inspector for .... be foie notice aforesaid has been 
givep by the supplier, the sooplier shall not be at 
liberty to cut-ofl the supply for failure to pay the 
bill except where the supplier has made a request In 
writing to the consumer that the amount : n dispute 
should be deposited with the said Electrical Inspec¬ 
tor and the consumer ha* failed to comply with 
*uch request. 


IS. Nonce or Removal :—(a) Consumers about to vacant or 
SLiDiu tueir premises suouia give to (lie supplier a 
seven oi«ai nays nonce in vuiuug wgeniv. witu an 
opportunity fur dijconuec.ing tnt prcin.ses, otherwise 
tne supplier cannot guarantee that the meter rea¬ 
dings wilt be taken on the requited date, hailing 
sucu nonce the consumer will Oe field, ictponsiole 
for energy consumed on the premhei m icsptct of 
wnicii tne supplier holds agreement tor the supply 
ot energy, until the expiration of seven day* trom 
the aay on which the notice ot removal in writing 
has been received at ins office. However, this will 
not absolve the consumer from payment of such 
charges as may be doc from him under the provisions 
ot the agreement. 

(b) Consumers leaving the station for a period exceeding 
two months and closing their house while away, or 
those houses remain closed and unoccupied owing 
to non-tenancy for the same period are required to 
inform the supplier before hand to that the metere 
installed at the premise* may be read, installations 
disconnected and the suppliers property removed if 
agreed to between the supplier and the contumer or 
otherwise to notify the supplier where the key can 
be obtained to enable the mpplier’* engineers to 
remove the fuse* whenever it it deshed to test the 
distribution main* in the consumers district. In 
9uch case* consumers will not be charge the monthly 
minimum provided that : 

(i) the rental of meter or meter* of tho supplier shall 
be paid so long a* they remain on the consu¬ 
mer’s premises, if the meters are removed, the 
charges a* provided for in Part III will be pay¬ 
able for removing and refixing tho meters; 

fii) the consumer agrees to th* extension of the term 
of the agreement by the period by which the 
monthly minimum charge* have been waived if 
the perjpd of his contract had not expired. 

(iii) a reconnection fee a* provided in Part-IH I* paid 
betore re-connection. 

In case the consumer require reconnection before 
the expiry of two months, both the reconnection 
fee and the monthly minimum charge will have to 
be paid by the consumer, flic life of the contract 
will not be extended in such cases. 

(c) When a consumer leaves his installation connected 
to the supplier’s mains, but locks up the meter or 
otherwise makes it inaccessible for reading by the 
employee* of the supplier, for the first month of 
such inaccessibility the consumer will be charged the 
monthly minimum.

If the consumer applies lor reconnection, 
fees, under Clause 3,1 of Par; ni of theee condi¬ 
tions will be collected before reconnection, 
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19. Accuracy of Meters :—fa) Should the consujner di*- 
puts the accuracy of any meter which is not his own 
property, he may, upon giving notice paying the 
prescribed fee, have the meter tested by the supplier 
or the Electrical Inspector .... in accordance with 
section 26 of the Act. In the event of the meter 
being tested by the supplier and found to be beyond . 
the limits of accuracy as prescribed in the I. E. 
rules, in force from time to time, the testing fee 
shall be returned and the amount of the’bill adjusted 
in accordance with the result of the test taken with 
respect to the meter readings of the three months 
prior to the month in which the dispute has arisen, 
due regard being paid to conditions of occupancy 
during the months. In the event of the test being 

undertaken byt the Electrical Inspector for.and 

the meter being found to be incorrect, the period 
during which the meter shall be deemed to have 
been incorrect, and the amount of energy supplied, 
to the consumer during this period shall be decided 

by the Electrical Inspector for.whose decision 

shall be final. Rent for the meter for the period it 
is found inaccurate will not be charged by the 
supplier. 


(c) Any consumer who after having been duly notified 
refuses to permit or' fails to give an authorised 
representative of the supplier reasonable facilities 
to enter any premises to which energy is, or has 
been supplied for the purpose of testing of inspect¬ 
ing the installation of the consumer, shall be liable 
to have the electricity supply discontinued after the 
, expiry of 24 hours notice in writing in accordance 
with section 20 of the Act. 

21. System of Supply : 

Supply of energy shall be given by the licensee on the

(i) Low Voltage; Direct current, two wire, or alternate 

current, single phase, 50 hertz.

(a) Main*.—the consumer’s mains shall in all cases be

a circuit breaker or a linked quick break main 
switch with a single pole fu*e on each conductor 
except the neutral conductor which shall be fixed 
as near at possible to the supplier’* meter board.

any insallation exceeds 3000 watts, the installation 
shall be wired on the group system. An approved 
type of double pole linked switch shall control 
each main circuit.

These overhead mains shall constitute a portion of 
his installation and shall be laid in compliance with 
the I.E. rules in force from time to time. An 
efficient chocking coil and lightning arrestor may 
be fixed at the commencement of the overhead line 
at the consumer’s cost should be desired the same, 
as an addition protection for his installation. 

(f) Earthing—Gas pipes and water pipes shall on no 

account be used for earthing purposes. 


(g) Domestic heating and cooking.—A special circuit 
for heating and cooking shall be run from the 
supplier’s point of supply. Wall plugs used on these 
circuits shall be of the three pin type, the third 
pin being an earth connection. Two, pin plugs or 
lighting sockets shall not be allowed. All applian¬ 
ces used in the bathroom for heating or washing 
purposes or in any damp location must be effectively 
earthed. 


<h) Pings.—All plugs shall be switched on the live wire 
and not on the neutral. 


(i) Wiring.—Single leads shall not be allowed to be run 
separately in iron conduit. 


<j) A, C. Motor installations.—Motors shall be provided 
with control gear so as to prevent satisfactorily the 
maximum current demand from the consumer’s ins¬ 
tallation exceeding the limits given in the-following 
schedule at any time under all possible conditions. 
Failure to comply with these regulations will render 
the consumer liable to disconnection from the supply 
on account of interference with the supply to other 
containers.

Motors circuits shall be controlled by a triple pole linked 
switch protected by a no-volt release and T. P. fuses for 
overload releases). It is important that the release should 
be maintained in thorough working order. Wiring for motors 
shall be run with all three-phase wires bunched in a single 
metallic conduit, which shall be efficiently earthed throughout 
and connected to the frame of the motor from which two 
separate earth wires shall be run. The minimum size of 
the earth wire permitted is 1.5 mm for copper and 2.5 mm 
for Aluminium. All motors shall comply in every respect 
with the Indian Electricity Rules, in force from time to time. 

Motors above 1.5 KW shall be wound for three phase, 400 
volts between phases. 

The intending consumers are advised to consult the engi¬ 
neer of the supplier before ordering their motors as in some 
cases it may be practicable to relax the starting current 
limit depending on the location and conditions of working. 

(k) Power Factor of Apparatus.—The apparatus shall 
have a power factor of not less than 85% at normal 
working load. Every consumer using induction 
motors and welding transformers shall instal shunt 
capacitors of the rating* as may be specified by 


the supplier. Supply to new consumers with induc¬ 
tion power load shall not be released unless shunt 
capacitors of specified ratings are installed by the 
consumers. 


In the event of the existing consumers failing to instal 
shunt capacitors of the required ratings within such time as 
may be fixed by the supplier, the supplier shall have the 
right to instal the capacitors at his own cost and recover 
the costs/chargeg from the consumer or levy such surcharges 
as may be fixed by the supplier, from time to time.

(b) Theft of Energy.—Any consumer who dishonestly 

abstracts, consumes or uses electrical energy shall 
be deemed to have committed theft within the 
meaning of Indian Penal Cods and the existence of 
artificial or other means for such abstraction shall 
be prima facie evidence for such dishonest abstrac¬ 
tion, 

(c) Payment for energy dishonestly used or abstracted 

or maliciously wasted or diverted— 

Where it is established to the satisfaction of the 
supplier that a consumer has dishonestly abs¬ 
tracted. used, consumed or maliciously caused 
electrical energy to be wasted or diverted, the 
value of the electrical energy thus abstracted, 
used consumed, wasted or diverted shall he asses¬ 
sed by the supplier for the past six months’ period 
or the actual period from the date of commence¬ 
ment of supply, whichever is less, and the value of 
energy so assessed shall be collected by including 
the ’same in the next bill or by a separate bill 
Such amount shall be deemed to be the arrears 
of electricity dues for all purposes. 

Provided that the value of the electrical energy so asses¬ 
sed to have been abstracted, used, consumed, wasted or 
diverted shall be subject to review by ihe appellate authority 
on the representation appeal being filed by the consume 
in the manner slated herein below :— 


When a consumer is aggrieved by the assessment made 
by Ihe supplier in respect of monthly quantum of 
energy deemed to have been consumed andlor the 
period considered therefor, he shall pay an amount 
equivalent to 20% of the value of the energy as 
assessed before the supply is reconnected and rep¬ 
resent his case, if he so desires within 30 days from the 
date of receipt of the assessment order or from the 
date of reconnection of power supply whichever is 
later, but in no case, later than 90 days from the 
date of receipt of the assessment order, before the 
appellate authority appointed by the supplier at his 
head office, who after giving an opportunity to the

27. Termination of agreement for consumers where supply 
of Electricity remains disconnected. 

Where any consumer whose supply is disconnected for non 
payment of any amount due to the supplier on any account 
fails to pay such dues and regularise his account within three 
months from the date of disconnection the supplier may ter¬ 
minate the agreement after giving one month’s notice. Such 
termination shall be without prejudice to the rights and obli¬ 
gations incurred or acquired prior to such termination. The 
amount due under any special guarantee shall be recoverable 
notwithstanding such termination as liquidated damages. 


Note : If, however, a consumer who has been a beneli 
ciary of the old disconnected connection, applies fir 
a fresh connection, he may be allowed such connec¬ 
tion only if he clears the outstanding dues against 
the disconnected connection of which he has been 
beneficiary. 


28. Restriction on use of Electricity ; 


(i) Not withstanding anything contained in any ogree- 
ment/undertaking executed by a cosumer with the 
supplier Of in the tariff applicable to him, the con¬ 
sumer shall restrict the use of electricity in terms of 
his maximum demand and/or energy consumption 
in the manner and for the period as may be speci¬ 
fied in an order that may be made by the State 
Government oi tho supplier pursuant to the powers 
vested in them under any law in force from time 
to time. 


Ini With the imposition of restriction on use of electri¬ 
city as aforesaid, the consumer’s liabilities to pay the 
minimum charges shall be limited prorata to the 
restricted quota provided the period during which 
restriction remains in force is not less than the 
period as may be prescribed for the purpose. 

(iii) In case however, the consumer exceeds the restric¬ 

ted quota, he shall be charged at such enhanced 
rates in excess of the restricted quota during such 
part or the whole of the period of the restriction 
as may be decided from time to time. 

(iv) Without prejudice to the rights of the supplier to 

levy enhanced charges in excess of tho restricted 
quota, the supplier may disconnect the supply of 
electricity to a consumer who exceeds his prescribed 
quota.

Sub-section (i) dated June 12, 1982 under the notification of 
the Government of India in. the Ministry of Labour No. 
G.S.R. 549 dated the 31st May, 1982, inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby, 
on or before 11th August, 1982 ; 


And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made availa¬ 
ble to the public on 12th June, 1982 ; 

And whereas no objection o r suggestions have been received 
from the public before the expiry of the said date ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 14 of the said Act; the Central Government thereby 
makes the following rules namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Iron Ore Mines and 

Manganese Ore Mine* Labour Welfare Cess (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on. the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

\ 

2. In rule 2 of the Ron Qro Mines and Manganese Ore 
Mines Labour Welfare Cess Rules, 1978, (hereinafter referred 
to ns the said rules), for clause (b), the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

‘‘(b) ‘Cejs Commissioner’ means the Iron Ore Mine* 
and Manganese Ore Mmes Cess Commissioner 
Specified under rule 3, in whose jurisdiction a metal¬ 
lurgical factory or an iron ore mine o r a manganese 
ore mine Is located 

3. Jn rule 6 of the said rules, after sub-rule (1), the 
following sub-rules shall be inserted, namely 

"(!A) Every owner of an iron ore mine or a manga- 
ncae ore mine, besides maintaining a register in 
Form ‘A’ as provided in rule 5, shall submit-return 
in the same form to the Cess Commissioner every 
month, not later than the last day of the month 
following the month to which the return relates. 

(IB) Every person by whom iron ore or manganese 
ore is sold or otherwise disposed of to the occupier 
of a metallurgical factory, besides maintaining a 
register in Form B, as provided in rule 5, shall 
submit to the Cess Commissioner having jurisdiction 
over the area in which the metallurgical factory is 
located, a return in the same form, every month, not 
later than the last day of the month to which the 
return relates. 

(IC) (i) Where the metallurgical factory or the mine 
of the iron ore or the manganese ore to which a 
return in Form D relates arc located within the 
jurisdiction of the same Cess Commissioner, he 
shall on receipt of the return in Form D verify its 
contents with those of the returns in Form A and 
B received by him. 

(ii) Where the metallurgical factoiy or the mine of the 
iron ore .Or manganese ore to which a return in 
Form D relates aic located within (ho jurisdiction 
of different Cess Commissioner, the Cess Commis¬ 
sioner on receipt of the return in Form D shall— 

(a) Verify its contents with those of the return in 

Form B received by him under rule (IB), relating 
to the sale or disposal of the iron ore or manga¬ 
nese ore ; and 

(b) send a copy of the return to the Cess c- 

sioner in whose jurisdiction the iron oi 
the manganese ore mine to which 
relates is located, for verification.

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(ID) The Cess Comnvssioner or receiving the copy of 
the return shall verify its conteuts with' (hose of 
the returns in Fcrm A received by him and shall 
return the copy of the said return duly verified to 
the Cess Commissioner from whem he leceived it. 

(IK) Where a Cess Commissioner receives any return 
which according to these rules relates to the juiis- 
diction of any other Cess Commissioner, he shall 
keep a copy^of the return on his record and send 
the return to the Cess Commissioner having juris¬ 
diction.”, 

4. In Form D of the said rules in the headings over 
columns 3 and 7 for the word “supplier”, the words “peraon(s) 
by whom sold or otheiwise disposed of shall be substituted.
